Bxo. 4. ‘s addition to the Btate officers exempted by
the Act of Qct. 11, 1562, there shall be exempted all State
»fficers whom the Govert r of any State may claimto have
exempted for the doe admicistration of the Goverment
and lawa thereef ; but this exemption shall not continue in
any Btate after the adjournment of the mnext regular ses-
sion of its Legisiatore, unless suoch Legislature shall, by
law, exempt them from military daty in ths Provisional
Army of ths Confederate States.”’

11, Militia officors are hereby exemptied from the opera-
tion of the Comnscript Act, so long as they yield prompt
obedience to the orders issued from this coffice.

JAH C. MERIKITI| aged 28 years, & citizen of Samp=ou
county, N. ., ard a member of Captain W. J. Houston’s
Cempany, 15t regiment N. C. Cavalry.
_ The death of Berg’t Mernitt, ro sudden and uncxpected,
in the m-dst of high hopes, bright prospscts and blooming
youth, was indeed appalliog ; bat to know him, to feel the
genial warmth of hia iriendship and social intercourse in
camp, to hear his merry, ringing langh and cheerful glee
on the roucds of duty, and to witness his cocl and maunly
daring in the perilous hour of battle, was necessary to ap-
preciate thair high estimate of his worth, and the deep
heartielt anzeish of his comrades in arm: st the yictory of
the grave.

In one of the battles before Richmond, when hiz regiment
mace a prilliant but fearful and disastrous charge ayainst
tbe enemy's liues of iztaniry and artilery iu position, he
was assizned by hia Commander to the post of danger and
of honor, as leader of the advanced guard. He fired the
first gan upon the enemy and brought down his mac,
but he narrowly escaped with his li'e—having received a
Sharpe’s rifle ball in the lcck of his own Uarbine as it bung
by his side. Afterwards,on Tth Angust, in a skirmish at
Malvern Hili, he was aga'n 10 the hottest fire, but this time
less fortunate. He was slightly wounded oo ths head—his
horse was killed under him, and his leg broken. He fell
into the hands of the enemy for several hours, bnt being
unable to ride on horee-back, they left him by the road
side, when he was re-captured by a portion of his Com-
pamy, who wegt in pursamit. His wound was glight, bat
his broken limb resulti d in hopelegs lameness tor uale, snd
his nsefulness as a soldier was at an ead.

He had receutiy been ut home, but had retaraed to the
regiment to procure a discharge, which he was entitled to,
but-owing to some usknown cause, the Surgical Board of
Gen. Hampton's brigade, could not be gotten together.—
Eight weeks of marchiog and exposuare. iu his erip pled con-
diuon, to the inost irclement weather of the winter, brooght
upon him severe cold, followed by congestiou and death.
Serg't Me ritl was a man of mark. His loas will be no less
severely felt in the commaunity of which he was an active,
enterprising, iatelligent citizen, than in the regimeat to
which he belonged, und in which ke had won, by his gal-
lautry and honorable soldierly bearing, the respect and
special confidence of all, from the Col. commanding, to the
humblest private in the ranks. It willeven be s s:;urce of
consolation to his bereaved friends to know that he re-
ceived the kindest attention of the hogpitable family of Mr,
Kyger, at whose house he died, as well aa ol sywpathyz ng
trievds and comrades.
